HONEST shoppers handed back 
thousands of pounds which littered 
Eltham high street when an armed 
robbery went wrong.

She told GT: “I arrived as passers- 
by were handing back the money 
to the staff. It’s really good to 
know that most people are honest 
and that they rallied round in this 
way”.

Eight jailed for 
kidnapping 

Convictions follow VOCU investigation

EIGHT men have been jailed for a 
total of 37 years for the kidnap and 
torture of a 23-year-old man. 

The convictions follow an 18-month 
investigation by Greenwich detectives 
who are part of the borough’s Violent 
and Organised Crime Unit (VOCU). 

The case is the latest success for the 
unit, which was set up and jointly 
funded by Greenwich Council and the 
police to tackle organised and gang 
related crime two years ago. 

The men were sentenced on November 
5 at the end of an eight-week trial which 
followed a lengthy and complex 
investigation of kidnap and false 
imprisonment. 

The 23-year-old victim was kidnapped 
by the group of eight in May 2009 after 
he was set up by his friend Christian 
Wanyanga. The violent group had 
received information that the victim 
had access to a large amount of cash 
and bundled him into the back of his 
own car as he was giving a lift to 
Wanyanga after a barbecue. 

He was taken to an address in 
Greenwich where he was held against 
his will and threatened with knives and 


a firearm. 

However, the kidnappers did not 
realise that the victim had managed to 
pick up a mobile phone left on the floor 
and dialled 999. The operator was able to 
hear the assault and identify the 
location of the mobile. The police were 
able to send officers to the address and 
the kidnappers fled on hearing the 
sound of sirens. 

The victim was rescued and taken to 
hospital suffering a broken jaw as well 
as numerous injuries on his body and 
burns. 

The perpetrators, who were arrested 
and charged between May and October 
last year, were sentenced to over 37 
years in prison. 

Christian Wanyanga, 22, of 
Commonwealth Way, Abbey Wood; Ola 
Ogunnusi, 19, of Ashburnham Place, 
Greenwich, and Elvis Kibolokele, 19, of 
Harrison Way, Greenwich, were all 
sentenced to five years in prison after 
pleading guilty to kidnap and false 
imprisonment. 

Junior Udoji, 21, of Ulundi Road, 
Greenwich, pleaded guilty to kidnap and 
false imprisonment and is due to be 
sentenced on Friday (November 19). 

Leo Charles, 23, of Bramblebury Road, 
Woolwich, pleaded not guilty but was 
sentenced to nine years in prison after 


being found guilty of kidnap and false 
imprisonment. 

Joshua Adediji, 23, of Westcombe 
Court, Greenwich, also pleaded not 
guilty but received an eight-year jail 
sentence when he was found guilty of 
kidnap, false imprisonment and 
possession of an imitation firearm. 

Ryan Elliot, 21 of no fixed address was 
sentenced to four months in prison after 
pleading guilty to perverting the course 
of justice. 

Jerome Barnes, 20, Trevithick Drive, 
Dartford, was sentenced to five years in 
prison after pleading guilty to kidnap, 
false imprisonment and possession of 
crack cocaine. 

Detective Chief Inspector Andy 
McDonald who’s in charge of the 
Greenwich’s Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit said: “This was a course of 
organised and callous criminal actions 
where the suspects displayed no regard 
for the physical or emotional well being 
of the victim. 

“They were simply driven by their 
greed and the opportunity to perpetuate 
their criminal lifestyles. The significant 
custodial sentences reinforce the 
partnership message that serious and 
organised criminal activity will not be 
tolerated within the Borough of 
Greenwich”.

Permits there for 
residents to park 


AS we responded to GT 
nearly a fortnight ago, the 
Royal Arsenal development 
is a regeneration project on 
an historic site. All partners, 
including housing 
organisations, have had to 
comply with some strict 
criteria around parking. 
General parking control 
measures are designed to 
prevent parking abuse and 
encourage the use of public 
transport. 

Our measures were 
implemented following 
consultation with our 
residents and in response to 
residents’ own concerns. 
However, these parking 
measure do not apply to 
carers, medical or 
therapeutic support workers 
visiting our residents. 

With reference to the letter 
sent by the resident (GT, 
October 26) there should 


have been no problem with 
this resident’s carers 
parking to treat their patient 
on-site. We spoke to the 
resident involved and 
advised herthat temporary 
parking permits could be 
obtained from the 
concierge’s office. In 
addition, we have explained 
that anyone attending the 
estate in a professional 
capacity will not be fined if 
they display proof of their 
professional work role, who 
they work for and the 
number of the address 
which they are visiting. 

While we cannot extend 
parking arrangements to 
accommodate general 
visitor parking we are happy 
to listen to individual 
requests where special 
measures may be needed to 
assist residents.

HORN Park is all geared up to play 
its part in Greenwich’s Olympic 
Legacy plans to get more residents 
involved in sport and fitness both 
before and after 2012. 

Outdoor gyms and revitalised sports 
grounds and play areas are springing up 
all around the borough as part of 
Greenwich Council’s £4.8 million 
‘Playground to Podium’ programme. 

Parks across the borough are also 
receiving funding from the programme 
to help win or maintain Green Flag 
status. Six parks already have the award, 
including Horn Park which was newly 
awarded in 2010. The award is given to 
recognise and reward green spaces in 
England and Wales that have met high 
standards and is a benchmark of 


excellence. The Council wants to 
achieve Green Flag status for 12 parks 
by 2012. 

Greenwich Council has invested £50,000 
at Horn Park to carry out landscape 
improvements and upgrade facilities to 
ensure the park retains its status in 2011. 
And thanks to the efforts of Friends of 
Horn Park, money was raised to provide 
a new outdoor gym. 

The outdoor gym is already a big 
favourite with children from the 
primary school next door. Steven Hayes, 
11, told GT: “It’s a really good way to get 
yourself exercised.” And his friend 
Adam Wiggins, 10, said: “The equipment 
is really good and a lot of fun.” 

David Lee, Horn Park Primary 
headteacher, said: “The children like 
coming here after school and in their 
spare time. This means their brothers 
and sisters get involved as well. And 


there’s been no sign of any vandalism 
either - it seems people are respecting 
the outdoor gym equipment.” 

Children from Westminster class, in 
Year 6, showed off their skills on the 
equipment to a film crew last Tuesday 
(November 10), who were making a short 
promotional film for Groundworks UK, 
the firm which helped set up the gym 
working with the Friends and the 
council. 

Another big fan of the park and its 
outdoor gym is 67-year-old Ken Law 
from Alnwick Road, who is there every 
day running and keeping fit. He told GT: 
“I’m a local resident and I use all the 
facilities here. I run round the park, and 
I use the gym equipment, which is very 
good.”

A series of meetings with 
tenants of the seven schemes, 
as well as their friends, 
relatives and a number of 
stakeholders, have already 
taken place with more 
meetings scheduled leading 
up to the end of the year. 


Now the council is keen to 
find out from residents 
themselves about the type of 
accommodation and services 
they feel should be provided 
for older people. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
health, adults and older 
people said: “Greenwich 
Council is committed to the 
well-being of all our older 
residents with the aim of the 
consultation simply being to 
ensure that they are receiving 
the best possible care that we 
can provide. We will all 
eventually reach an age

He added: “I admire the classical, 
feminine and retro style fashion of the 
50s which inspired the creation of the 
Prima Donna studio and the calendar’s 
theme.” 

The photographer was keen for his 
agency to help women benefit by 
boosting their confidence. 

“We all have insecurities but every 
woman is beautiful and has something 
unique which should be celebrated,” he 
said. 

All models were pampered by a 
freelance style, hair and make-up team, 
and clothing items were provided by an 
online company. 

Models Sharon Adams and daughter 
Kirsty were dolled up as Joan Collins - 
Kirsty in her younger days, and Sharon as 
an older Joan. 

Forty-two-year-old Sharon had a 
mastectomy last year, and has helped to 
raise awareness of breast cancer on the 
Facebook website. 

Marcello added: “Sharon is a lovely, 
strong woman who fights back by raising 
awareness for Breast Cancer and 
encouraging women to get regular breast 
check-ups.” 

Hollyoaks actress Rachel Doherty 
embraced her poses as Audrey Hepburn 
for the calendar. The 23-year-old had 
previously worked as a promotional 
model doing fashion shots with Marcello.

Louise Ranoulf, a 35 year-old lymphoma 
researcher modelled the legendary 
actress Elizabeth Taylor. 

“Louise specifically approached me 
about participating in the calendar shoot 
because she’s a Cancer researcher,” said 
Marcello. “She was pleased to sell copies 
where she works at the Royal Marsden 
Hospital on Fulham Road.” 

Marcello worked as a sports 
photographer for the Sun newspaper for 
15 years before starting his own agency in 
1999. He later created his personalised 
studio and called it Prima Donna 
Photography. 

He said: “The whole ‘Prima Donna’ 
concept came from the feel that I wanted 
my studio to have. I’m proud of my 
Italian heritage so a ‘prima donna’ means 
first lady in our language - it shows how I 
want women to feel during a photo shoot. 
If you want to feel like a diva that day - 
you become one!” 

In his earlier days he worked as an 


assistant photographer in Milano 
Riccardo Perini at the ‘La Agenzia’ 
studios in Italy, where he met the 
designer Giorgio Armani. 

But the calendar shoot is definitely one 
of the highlights of his career.

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Elisa’s recipe for local living

IT’S not only people born and 
bred in Greenwich who can’t 
wait for the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games in less than 
two years’ time. One of the 
borough’s newer residents is 
excited as anyone. 
Australian-born Elisa 
McCafferty came to live in 
London six years ago and took 
an instant liking to Greenwich 
and to Woolwich Arsenal in 
particular, where they now live. 
“Woolwich has a great feel - it’s 
like a small town in a big city. 
With the Heritage Centre, 
Firepower Museum and the Dial 
Arch pub, it’s a top place to be in 
and around and with the 
development in the last few 
years it looks great too,” said 
Elisa. 

With her husband working in 
central London, transport was 
always going to be a big issue 
and Elisa was impressed with 
what Woolwich Arsenal has to 
offer in this capacity too. She 
said: “The transport options are 
superb. Ferry, trains, DLR, you 
name it. If one mode is slow 
then there’s always another you 
can rely on. 

“The bus into Greenwich only 
takes 20 minutes and you can be 
in central London in half an 



hour, and there are also great 
cycling options.” 

Two of Elisa’s passions are food 
and writing, so it seems natural 
to combine these and her 
regular food blog outlines her 
and her husband’s culinary 
exploits. She is also part of the 
UK Food Blogger group, which 
helps her meet people in the 
area and share ideas about 
where to eat in Greenwich. 

“You have to be inquisitive 
about food and try new things 
on the menu,” said Elisa. “Some 
of the best places in Greenwich 
to eat out are Rivington Grill, 
which is right up there with the 
best, and Curry Asia in 
Woolwich, which serves lovely 
traditional Indian curries and is 
run by friendly, helpful staff”. 
Elisa is keen to use as much 
locally bought produce as 
possible and knows all the best 
places in the borough to get her 
ingredients. 

“There’s a great local butchers 
on Royal Hill in Greenwich, it 
does amazing quality meat. I 
love Greenwich Market too. I 


cycle there twice a week - there’s 
nothing better than buying 
some local food from Greenwich 
and then biking it to Greenwich 
Park to eat it with that view”. 

In terms of places to drink, 
Elisa’s favourites are the Gypsy 
Moth in Greenwich and 
Woolwich Arsenal’s Dial Arch, 
the latter being a local to her. “It 
has awesome food and drink, a 
great atmosphere and even has 
pub quiz nights where we have a 
regular team.” she said. “It’s 
nice to sit outside and the pub is 
really welcoming to families.” 
You can find out more of Elisa’s 
tips on eating and drinking in 
Greenwich, as well as some 
great recipes and 
commentaries, on her blog at 
www.aussiefoodie.blogspot.com 
The 2012 Olympics remain a big 
draw for people like Elisa. She 
said: “The fact that Greenwich 
is an Olympic site made us all 
the more enthusiastic about 
living here. 

“I was involved as a volunteer at 
the Sydney Games and it was a 
fantastic experience. I know 
what an area gets out of it and 
I’m definitely going to sign up as 
a volunteer for 2012. 

“With the infrastructure 
created as a result of the 
Olympics, Greenwich is going to 
get better and better over the 
next two years. It will all be a 
tremendous boost to the area.”

She said: “Last 
week I went and I won the raffle and then 
I came on here.” 

She was kurling with Vikkie, 22, from 
New Eltham, and she said: “I like this, but 
the target seems to be getting further 
away!”

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Iron Age London in Woolwich 


ONE of the best kept 
secrets about the very 
beginnings of Woolwich 
has now been revealed. 
Archaeologists have 
decided to go public about 
the discovery of a major 
fortified Iron Age 
settlement dating from 
about 250 BC - centuries 
before the building of the 
city of Londinium by the 
Romans. 

The site is near the High 
Street where the old 
Woolwich Power Station 
once stood. It is now a 
grassed over area in Queen 
Elizabeth Gardens. 

The discovery was first 
made in 1986. But due to 
the constant threat from 
treasure-hunters and the 
exposed position of the 
site archaeologists, from 
the Kent Archaeological 
Rescue Unit, decided not to 
reveal its location until 


now. Brian Philp, director 
of the unit and the 
excavation, said: “This 
major riverside fort 
controlled the tidal River 
Thames for more than two 
centuries. It also 
dominated a wide area and 
it was effectively the 
capital of the London 
Basin in Iron Age times. 
This major discovery will 
have a lasting impact on 
Iron Age and London 
studies for generations to 
come.” 

The original inhabitants 
were probably Celtic 
warriors, who lived 
surrounded by massive 
earth ramparts and deep 
defensive ditches. The 
archaeologists dug into the 
ditches and found large 
quantities of late-Roman 
pottery and coins. This 
proved the same site was 
re-occupied at the end of 


the Roman period to 
control the Thames and 
protect London from 
Saxon raids on the coast. 
The Iron Age settlement 
had an inner ditch that 
was at least 15 feet deep 
and more than 35 feet 
wide. Archaeologists have 
also found two large Iron 
Age round-houses, deep 
storage pits and domestic 
objects inside the defended 
area. 

Details about the find and 
how it was excavated are 
revealed in a 48-page book 
by Brian Philp, just 
published with finance 
from the Woolwich and 
District Antiquarian 
Society. The book is 
available for £6, plus £1 
postage, from the Kent 
Archaeological Rescue 
Unit at 11 Penshurst 
Green, Bromley, Kent BR2 
9DG.

RESIDENTS living on two estates in 
Woolwich say life is a lot sweeter 
after their homes were given major 
makeovers by Greenwich Council. 

Dozens of houses, flats and bungalows 
in Ruddstreet Close and Buttmarsh Close 
were given new fitted kitchens plus 
replacement windows as part of a major 
modernisation scheme carried out for the 
council by contractors Apollo. Electrics 
and plumbing were checked, and some 
homes were given new boilers. 

“It’s absolutely brilliant,” Janet Newby, 
chair of the Ruddstreet and Buttmarsh 
Tenants Association, told GT. “The 
kitchens are great and the windows are 
fantastic - and there are no draughts. 
They make the whole estate look smarter 
and cleaner. Everyone I’ve spoken to is 
over the moon about it.” 

Both Janet and association 
secretary/treasurer Linda Porter also 
praised the Apollo builders for doing a 
tidy job, and the firm’s managers who 
were always available to sort out any 
problems. 

“The contractors were very good, they 
helped us from start to finish,” said 
Linda. 

The tenants’ association was launched 
by Janet and Linda two years ago after it 
was suggested that they meet council 
officers to discuss problems on the 
estates. 

“They advised us how to set it up,” said 
Linda, a double-decker bus driver on the 
486 route from Bexleyheath to North 
Greenwich route. “They have also helped 


us with other things, such as with the 
forms to apply for a £25,000 Lottery grant 
for a play area at Buttmarsh.” 

Janet, who has lived in her house in 
Ruddstreet Close for 26 years, used to 
work in Charlton Athletic’s ticket office 
and still goes to The Valley to support 
them on match days. “I strongly advise 
people on estates to start a tenants’ 
association like we did,” she said. “It has 
made us more of a community. We meet 
four times a year and we put out a 
quarterly newsletter using a printer 
bought with a grant from the council. We 
are also organise outings - this year we 
are going to see ‘Sleeping Beauty’ at the 
Bob Hope Theatre in Eltham. We are also 
starting up a Safer Neighbourhood Watch 
working with the police, and hope it will 
help reduce burglaries here. 


“Our tenants’ association works very 
well, and it’s lovely living here.” 

The improvements on the estates are 
part of a Government initiative called the 
Decent Homes Programme. It aims to 
improve living standards in council 
homes by making them warmer, carrying 
out repairs and adding new facilities. 

Greenwich Council has concentrated on 
renewing roofs, kitchens, windows, 
central heating systems and providing 
extra insulation. 

It is expected that 22,500 council homes 
in Greenwich - the vast majority - will 
have been brought up to the Decent 
Homes standard by the end of the year at 
a cost of more than £200 million.

Business leaders asked to share their 
know-how with African firms

MAZE Hill-based entrepreneur Will 
Snell and his colleague Rob Breare 
have a unique “share-your- 
knowledge” challenge for 
Greenwich businesses. 

Their social enterprise called ‘Skills 
Venture’ is looking for people prepared 
to send senior staff out to Kenya as 
volunteers for a week to help new 
companies to overcome any business 
problems - meanwhile learning lessons 
to bring back to the UK. 

Interested volunteers would need to 
pay their own air-fare to the east African 
country which is on the Indian ocean 
and at the equator. 

After a minimum outlay of around 
£1,500, you’d then get help setting up 
mentoring sessions, inductions before 
and after arrival, travel within the 
country and round-the-clock support 
from the company’s Kenyan facilitators. 

Skills Venture can also help with 
arranging flights, insurance and visas, 
as well as with accommodation. 

Will Snell, originally taught out in 
Kenya with Rob 12 years ago before 
taking his History degree at Oxford. The 
pair set up a charity called “Harambee 
Schools Kenya” which has raised over 
£700,000, built three new schools and 
renovated another eight. The pair have 
18 years of combined experience in the 
public and private sectors in this 
country. Will has worked in security and 
international development for the 
government and Rob has been a brand- 
manager. 

“People who run businesses in Kenya 
are surviving in trading conditions that 
really put the UK’s economic woes into 
perspective,” Will explained. 

“But, at the same time, companies in 
the towns out there are broadly similar 
to many here in Greenwich - for 
instance, based around clothing, hotels, 


courier services. 

“There is a lot of need, but there is also 
a huge amount of energy and 
dynamism. People are hungry to help 
themselves.” 

He added: “Working out there, even for 
a week, is not only inspiring and 
motivating, but provides valuable 
lessons in how to innovate and build a 
business against the odds, as well as 
building leadership and 

communications skills.” 

Will came up with an example for GT of 
the kind of person who needs some 
support. 

He said: “Joseph Njeru started Aspen 
Orchards Dairy from his home, selling 
cups of yoghurt from jerry cans for five 
pence each. 


“His family had to leave their home to 
make space for the production of 4,000 
bottles of yoghurt a day. 

“Joseph buys milk from 200 local 
farmers - and their income supports 
more than 1,000 family members. 

“Yet Joseph struggles to complete the 
business plan that he needs to write to 
raise capital for further growth. Support 
from a UK business person can make 
this possible.”

Firework sale check 


HOMEOWNERS receiving certain 
benefits may get help towards 
their mortgage interest payments 
and interest on loans taken out for 
repairs or improvements. 

The help is available if you are 
receiving Income Support, 
income-based Jobseeker’s 

Allowance, income-related 

Employment and Support 
Allowance or Pension Credit 
Guarantee. 

How much help you get is 
worked out using a standard rate 
of interest rate. From October 1, 
the standard rate used is the same 
as the Bank Of England’s 
monthly average mortgage rate - 
currently 3.63%. Previously, the 


rate was 6.08%, which means you 
may now be getting less help. 

If your housing costs are not met 
in full, you should inform your 
lender to discuss how to resolve 
the situation. They may be 
prepared to accept interest only 
payments for a while. It is 
important to get advice at an early 
stage in order to avoid falling into 
arrears and risk losing your home.

PREMISES registered to sell 
fireworks were the latest 
target of a joint operation by 
the council and the police 
this month. 

A team of undercover police 
cadets, both male and female, 
posing as customers targeted 
premises registered to sell 
fireworks across the 
borough. 

The firework test purchase 
operation took place to 
ensure that shops were not 
selling fireworks to minors 
and that they were correctly 
and safely stored. 

Twenty-five premises were 
tested and only one shop 
failed to ask for the cadet’s 
ID. The shop owner has been 
summoned to attend a formal 
interview at the council 
where the next course of 
action will be decided. 

The firework purchasing 
operation was part of 


Operation Autumn Nights, 
which started on October 18 
and ran until November 7. 
The initiative was launched 
to tackle issues such as 
personal safety over 
Halloween, firework safety 
and the sale of fireworks, 
particularly to those under 
the age limit. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community safety, said: “The 
operation highlights that the 
majority of premises are 
following the appropriate 
guidelines on selling 
fireworks to underage 
customers. We would like 
traders to continue to follow 
the rules, in order to avoid 
penalties and even worse face 
prosecution. I would also like 
to thank the cadets for giving 
up their free time for this 
operation.”

These are some of 
the first streets in a 
bright, new housing scheme 
for Kidbrooke - with famous 
names from the war-years, to 
honour the fact that this 
land was once where the 
RAF stored and maintained 
barrage-balloons. 

The first properties to be ready 
are smart ‘town houses’ which 
will be owned and managed by 
Southern Housing Group and 
ASRA Housing Association. 

Families who are moving in 
include several former Ferrier 


tenants - and so it’s a time for 
both excitement and nostalgia. 

One mum-of-two told us: “I 
lived in a three-bedroomed 
maisonette on the Ferrier - off 
Moorehead Way - for nearly 15 
years. Now we have a three- 
bedroomed house, and it’s 
absolutely lovely. The builders, 
Berkeley Homes, haven't 
skimped on size, and it’s great 
not having people above you!” 

She added: “I was, however, 
very sad to leave the Ferrier. I 
loved it there. The old-fashioned 
community feel was special. You 
could let your kids go out and 
play because everyone would 
look out for them. 



“And the good thing about 
coming here is that we're all 
moving together - so that ‘good 
essence’ is moving with us. We've 
already started our own 
community over here, so it’s a 
mini-Ferrier!" 

And the youngsters in the area 
are getting to know each other 
again too. During the half-term 
break last month scores of local 
youngsters attended an 
activities day organised and 
funded by Southern Housing 
Group and ASRA. The day, 
which included a rock climbing 
wall and a Dr Bike bicycle repair 
session, was held in Telemann 
Square and was designed to get 
existing residents and those 
moving into Phase 1 involved in 
positive activities together. 

The new housing scheme, 
delivered by Berkeley Homes, 
will be done in phases over the 
next 10 to 15 years, and, 
gradually, any former Ferrier 
residents will be offered the 
chance to return to the area. 

But, this time, instead of a 
stark, system built, grey estate of 
1,906 homes solely for rent, there 
will be a mix of different styles 
and types of properties. They 
will be set in landscaped walk 
and cycleways, and alongside a 
major new-look transport-hub, 
complete with health centre and 
new-look schools, including 
Thomas Tallis, just over the road 
from the railway station. 

Greenwich Council has given 
Berkeley Homes the go-ahead to 
build the first three phases of the 
new estate, totalling 1,159 
properties. Of those, 380 will be 
for rent, another 70 earmarked 
for key workers to rent, and 84 
shared equity, offering a step on 
the property ladder for those 
who’ve not previously been able 
to afford one. The rest will be for 
sale. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the council’s 
cabinet member for housing, 
said: “Kidbrooke is a hugely 
impressive project that will 
replace an estate whose design 
was widely agreed to have failed. 
It's great to see families settling 
into the new homes.” 
lMost Ferrier residents have 
been rehoused, or are in line to 
move into further phases of the 
development.

It’s been just 
the job for Obi 


THE Kidbrooke development is about 
far more than bricks and mortar. 
Already, more than 70 local residents 
have secured work on the project 
through GLLaB, the borough’s local 
labour and business initiative. 

One of the latest success stories is of 
Obi Edeh, a former pupil of nearby 
Kidbrooke School. Obi, aged 20, who 
has completed two years of his degree 
in architectural engineering and 
design management at 
Loughborough University, needed to 
get a one-year work placement in 
industry. So he walked over to 
Berkeley Homes from his mum’s 
house and just ASKED! 

He was referred to GLLaB, who have 
an ‘outreach’ employment advisor on 
the Kidbrooke site, and now he’s 
working as an assistant site manager 
on the massive regeneration scheme. 
He said: “I’d never heard of GLLaB 
before and they’ve been so helpful. 
They really put me at my ease.” 

Obi, who’s also enjoying being back at 
home, will get a Diploma of Industry 
Studies out of his one-year experience 
on site. He likes the look of the 
development already. “And seeing it 
in 3D rather than simply on a drawing 
makes such a difference,” he told GT. 
“The old Ferrier didn’t really show off 
the beauty of Sutcliffe Park. This new 
estate will blend in with the open 
space so much better. This is not just a 
work placement. I’m getting a taste of 
real working life.” 

Colin Bishop, 38, from Shooters Hill, 
had been out of work for 18 months 


when GLLaB helped him to get a job 
with Watkins, plumbing sub- 
contractors on site, as head storeman. 
The former pupil of St Paul’s RC 
Secondary School when it was in 
Wickham Lane, told us: “I’d 
previously been a forklift driver and 
I’d done fire-proofing work on the 
Jubilee Line tube extension at 
Westminster. I heard about GLLaB 
from the Job Centre and I went and 
signed up with them straight away.” 
Later, GLLaB put Colin through 
building site health and safety, First 
Aid and fire marshall certificate 
courses - all for free - so he was a 
prime candidate when the job 
vacancy came up. 

He said: “GLLaB is there for people to 
better themselves, to widen their 
horizons. I tell all my friends about 
them.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills , 
said: “Regeneration schemes will 
only succeed if they improve the 
quality of people’s lives. 

“The number of job opportunities 
offered to local people demonstrates 
what’s already being achieved 
towards this goal.” 
lGLLaB runs twice-weekly advice 
sessions on the estate, with advice for 
residents on getting into work and 
training.

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise 
according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

A young filmmaker has not one, but 
two film projects on the go, 
with interest from big 
name producers in 
America

WATCH out 
. Stephen

And Maze Hill’s 
Maia Krall Fry isn’t just a 
budding director - she writes 
and stars in the films she 
makes as well! 

Being at college full time is 
enough of a commitment for 
most students, but Maia, 17, 
fills every spare moment away 
from her studies with her 
extra-curricular passion: 
making movies. 

The Greenwich lass is in the 
process of making two films - 
a short educational film on 
Hepatitis C, and a feature film 
called Ebony Road. 

The filmmaker told Scene : 
“Ebony Road is the first 
feature film I’ve directed, and 
I’m also working on Six 
Degrees, which is a short film 
I’m making for The Hepatitis 


C Foundation. 

“The idea is to 
change any 
misconceptions 
about Hep C - we’re 
trying to make it a 
national health 
priority. It’s called 
Six Degrees as it’s 
based on the six 
degrees of separation.” m 
The idea is that the five- 
minute film will be shown in 
cinemas before main features 
are aired. 

Maia’s first full-length film, 
Ebony Road was a little more 
involved for the young movie- 
maker. It’s the story of two 
young, homeless sisters 
struggling for survival. 

“I directed, wrote, and act in 
Ebony Road,” Maia enthused - 
“it’s my baby at the moment - 1 
created it. 

“The film focuses on the 
sisters’ character journeys, 
and their relationships

film.” 

Maia’s involvement in film is a 
fairly new one, when she 
started writing the story last 
year. 

She sent the script off to a few 
production houses and 
received an almost immediate 
and enthusiastic response. 

But although the involvement 
of the top director would have 
got the film more exposure in 
America, the headstrong 
teenager decided it wasn’t the 
way she had envisioned her 
project. 

“We had some great directors 
involved, but I felt I wanted to 


maintain more of the creative 
side. I had such a clear vision 
for it - 1 don’t think I would 
have been happy for someone 
else to direct it,” she said. 
Gritty themes are broached in 
Ebony Road, but Maia was 
keen to make it accessible. 

“It’s not just a really grim film 
about homelessness - and 
everyone, I’ve found, can 
relate to the story in some way 
or another. Everyone goes 
through changes, especially as 
they’re growing up, so 
hopefully people will be able to 
relate to it in that way too.” 
The title of the film relates to a 
fictitious place “where 
something bad happens in the 
film - but I don’t want to give it 
away!” Maia joked. 

Acting in and directing the 
same film was a juggling act 
that involved a lot of jumping 
from in front to behind the 
camera, the filmmaker 
admitted: “Before I started it 
everyone said, ‘No way can 
you do both!’ It was a tricky 
challenge because I had to 
switch in and out of the 
different modes so quickly.” 
Does this make Maia a control 
freak? 

“No!” she exclaims, with 
mock scorn - “with me 
doing so much I had to 
find a crew that I really 
trusted, and it meant 
that a lot of the work had 
to be done in pre- 
production, and we 
decided exactly what 
, we wanted before we 
started filming.” 

, The film is now at 
i thepost- 
I production stage 
ft after the filming 
ft was wrapped up 
B last month. 
m “We’re in the 
B editing phase 
now so we’re 
^B looking at a 
^B release date of 
late January 
to mid- 
February.” 
The film will be 
shown at select screenings 
at film festivals like Sundance, 
before the movie will make its 
way to the ‘States, where there 
has already been interest. 
Ironically, filming for Maia’s 
other project, Six Degrees 
hasn’t started yet, but the film 
will be released before Ebony 
Road. 

“We’re filming in a few weeks, 
and the premiere will be on 
December 6,” she said. 

The ex-Halstow Primary- 
schooler added: “I think what 
the producers are really 
pushing for is for it to become 
a viral online video, because 
the main point of it is to raise 
awareness.”

It’s a good 
Education 


BASED on Lynn Barber’s 
j autobiographical novel of 
the same name, and 
adapted for screen by Nick 
Hornby, An Education tells the story 
of the coming of age of a 16-year-old 
schoolgirl. 

Jenny, (Carey Mulligan) is both 
intelligent and beautiful but bored by 
the dull, repetitive, routine of her 
south London existence. Trapped in a 
seemingly endless cycle of school and 
homework - and ruthlessly controlled 
by her inadequate father (Alfred 
Molina), she meets David (Peter 
Sarsgaard), who explodes through 
her suburban fog like sunshine after 
rain. Cultured and refined, he is 
everything she aspires to be. 

David too is clever, but not with books 
- with life. He plans his seduction 
with care with concerts and 
restaurants, trips to Oxford and to 
Paris where finally, Jenny succumbs 
to his persuasive charms. But David 
is not real, he is a fake and he’s a 
fraud and he’s married with a child. 
Broken, Jenny reluctantly returns to 
the confines of her home, to her 
parents, to her books and to pick up 
the ruins of her academic career. 

But at least Jenny has aspirations. 

Her continuously giggling and 
juvenile school friends are simply 
content to bask in the vicarious 
pleasure of Jenny’s existence with no 
thoughts of their own. Jenny’s new 
friend Helen (a wonderful cameo 
from Rosamund Pike) is condemned 
by her boyfriend (Dominic “Mama 
Mia” Cooper) to “look pretty." As for 
her mother (nicely underplayed by 
Cara Seymour, she abandoned her 
own dreams long ago but now she 
abandons her own daughter as she 
knowingly accepts and even condones 
her seduction. Those few women 
daring to look beyond their social 
parameters are portrayed as either 
bigots (Emma Thompson as Jenny’s 
headmistress) or social failures 
(Olivia Williams as Jenny’s spinster 
teacher). Hornby’s vision of female 
underachievement in 1960s Britain is 
a stark vision indeed. 

Mulligan is outstanding mature 
beyond her years as she smoothly 
transitions from wide eyed innocent 
to confident socialite and back again 
to wary cynic. Sarsgaard is also on 
good form; the smile wide but 
insincere, the laughter false, a hint of 
menace ever-present. But Molina 
(virtually unrecognisable from Doctor 
Octopus in Spiderman 2) is superb, 
weak and insecure but suffocating his 
family with what he regards as love. 
Danish Director Lone Scherfig 
marshals her troops with no little 
skill, her recreation of 1960s London 
(and Oxford) remarkably convincing. 

Verdict: 

Thought provoking and entertaining.

Time to get Kinected 

The latest piece of kit to come out of the labs at Microsoft 
looks set to rival the Nintendo Wii, writes A/ex Brooks 


A FEW months 
,11 a back I spoke 
1 4 about a console 
war which was 
about to break out 
between Sony and Microsoft. 

To call it a ‘console war’ was a 
little misleading, because 
neither are releasing majorly 
updated consoles. Instead 
they’re entering new 
dimensions of gaming... 
literally. For now I’m going to 
focus on Microsoft’s Xbox 
Kinect which hit the streets of 
the UK last week and I’ve had 
plenty of time to have a play. 
When you setup Kinect, it feels 
very much like you’ve been 
thrown into the future in true 
Minority Report style: the foot- 
long horizontal bar contains 
cameras to detect depth 
movement and facial 
recognition, and there’s a 
multi-array microphone for 
voice recognition which sits 
nicely on top or below the TV. 
After a quick setup during 
which Kinect uses its built in 
motor to find the best position, 
you can begin waving your 
hands around, selecting items 
on the screen and barking 
commands. Kinect is capable of 
tracking 48 points on a player’s 
body, almost in real-time and 
when you see it working, it’s 
impressive. 

Microsoft describes the unit as 
a “controller-free gaming and 
entertainment experience” and 
has said on multiple occasions 
that Kinect is aimed beyond the 
Xbox 360 ’s typical gamer — you 


know, the 17 year old kid who 
spends 10 hours a day blowing 
things up. This is indisputable 
when looking at the 19 games 
available upon launch, which 
are, without a better way of 
saying it, all very ‘Wii like’. But 
this is no bad thing as 
Microsoft seems intent on 
cracking the family audience. 


Unlike the Wii and PS Move, 
Kinect is entirely controller 
free. Users never touch a 
controller unless venturing 
into areas of the Xbox interface 
which require one or when 
turning the console off. It’s this 
lack of consistency that 
constitutes one of my main 
complaints in how Kinect is 
built into the Xbox experience.

sheer amount of space the 
console requires - not only to 
prevent yourself from being 
impaled on the nearest cabinet, 
but Microsoft recommends 
players be at least 1.8m (6ft) 
away for best effect. To have 
more than one player you’ll 
need even more room. 

Certainly not user-friendly for 
small rooms or student halls. 
But for all its down sides, 

Kinect is a lot of fun. Kinect 
Adventures is a game which 
is bundled with the unit, and 
contains numerous mini- 
games to show off the 
console’s abilities. Dance 
Central was also a big hit 
amongst my friends. Whilst 
having a slightly difficult 
learning curve it’s hilarious 
watching two people have a 
dance off to Lady Gaga, and 
Kinect kindly provides picture 
evidence of the embarrassing 
moments afterwards which 
can be uploaded online for all 
to see. 

Whilst not to many hardcore 
gamers’ liking, Kinect is 
Microsoft’s answer to the Wii 
and they’ve got it in one: the 
sheer amazement of the 
technology and seamless 
interaction with games is 
undeniably appealing. If this 
isn’t at the top of every family’s 
Christmas list, then it should 
be.

In commanding form recently, 
Therry Racon made the early 
running for Joe Anyinsah to pass 
incisively to Wagstaff, whose 
blindside run panicked McCann 
into bringing down the dangerous 
winger.

CFIARLTON’S Community Trust 
has appointed its own crime 
reduction manager, the first in 
the country to do so. 

A veteran of 32 years’ police 
service, Nick Darvill’s remit is to 
connect with young people in 
Greenwich and otherareas. 

The news comes after Charlton 
were named as the country’s 
best performing football 
charitable trust. 

Nick said: “My experience 
working in these areas means I 
know where we can direct our 
energy to working with young 
people at risk, working with 
local authorities and youth 
offending teams, while liaising 
closely with the Metropolitan 
Police in Greenwich and Bexley. 
“We are dealing with some of 
the hardest to reach young 
people. Key to all this will be 
working closely with local 
authority Community Safety 
Partnerships and Safer 
Neighbourhoods teams.
